Provide for the equitable settlement of Rent in certain oases a.d. is 78. 
of difference between Laiidlorcls and Tenants in Ireland, 
and to make better provision as to Notices to Quit ; and 
for other purposes relating thereto. 



■T^HERBAS it is exiiedient to promote the continuous ocoupa- 
’ ’ tion of holdings m Ireland, as far as may he, by the same 
tenants, and for such purpose to make provisions such as are in 
this Act contained with respect to the settlement by arbitration 
6 of disputed claims for increased rent, and with respect to notices 
to quit : 

Be it therefore enacted hy tiie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and witli tlie advice and consent of tlie Lords Spiritual and 
TemxJoral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
10 by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1 . Tills Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Landlord aud short title. 
Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1879.” 



2 This Act and “The Landlord aud Tenant (Ireland) Act, Construction 
1870,” and the Acts amending the same, shad be construed ° 

15 together as one Act. 



The expression “ Lord ChanceUor ” shall mean Lord Chancellor i^terpreta- 
of Ireland, and shall include Lords Commissioners and Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of Ireland. 

20 The expression “ Supreme Court” shall mean the Suxj.reme Court 
of Judicature in Ireland. 

The expression “ prescribed ” shall mean prescribed by any rules 
made in pursuance of this Act. 

4. Where the landlord of any holding to which, this section 
25 applies is desirous that the tenant of such holding should not be rent in

distiu-bed, but should continue in occupation of the same, subject 
to the payment of an increased rent to bo settled in the manner 
proTided by this Act, then and in every sucli case the landlord 
may, in tbe prescribed manner, seive upon the tenant a notice in 
the prescribed form (in this Act referred to as a " notice to treat ”), 5 
setting forth the increased rent claimed by the landlord in respect of 
such occupation, and requiiing the tenant, ivithin two months after 
service of the notice to treat, to serve upon the landlord a reply 
thereto in the prescribed form, stating -whether he is willing or 
not to pay the increased rent mentioned in the notice to treat. ] 0 

In case the tenant fails, within such period of two mouths after 
service of the notice to treat, to serve upon the landlord such reply 
as aforesaid, then and in every such case the notice to treat shall 
operate as a notice to quit such holding unless the same be held for 
the unexpired residue of a term of years, and shall, as from the 15 
date of tbe service thereof, have all and tbe like effect as if the same 
had been a notice to quit such holding. 

In case the tenant serves upon the landlord -within such period of 
two months a reply in the prescribed form agreeing to pay the 
increased rent specified in such notice to treat, then and in every 20 
such case the rent thereafter payable in respect of such occupation 
shall he such increased rent until altered by agreement, or in manner 
by this Act prescribed, or until the tenancy he determined. 

In case the tenant serves upon the landlord within sucli period of 
two months a reply in the prescribed form refusing or not agreeing 25 
to pay the increased rent specified in the notice to treat, then and 
in every such case a dispute as to the m-uount of the increase (if 
any) in the rent then payable by the tenant shall be deemed to 
have arisen between the landlord and tenant, and such dispute shall 
he settled by arbitration under this Act. 3 q 

This section shall apply only to holdings which are agricultural 
or pastoral in theii- character, or partly agricultural and partly 
pastoral, and which are held upon tenancies determinable by notice 
to quit, or for terms of years whereof not more than eighteen 
months are unexphed. gg 

Any increase of rent payable in pursuance of a notice to treat shall 
commence to be paid, in the case of a holding held for the unexpired 
residue of a term of years, from and after the expiration of such 
term of yeai’S, and m every other case from and after the gale day 
■winch shall occm* next after the expiration of six months from the 40 
date of the service of the notice to treat. 

5 . ^-Mtiations under this Act, shaU be conducted in Tuanucr 
directed by The Railways Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, and for 
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this piu-pose the sections of the said Act Avith respect to the settle- A.D. 1878. 
meat of disputes by arbitration shall be incorporated herewith, 
subject to the qualification that the person to act as umpire shall 
be the standing umpire appointed in manner by this Act provided, 

5 and that the costs of any proceedings before the standing umpire 
shall follow the event ; and that where two arbiti’ators under this 
Act differ on any matter referred to them, they shall forthwith after 
such difference give notice in the prescribed form of such differeiice 
to the standing umpire. 

10 The arbitrator, arbitrators, or standing umpire, when settling the 
amount of the increase (if any) in the rent of any holding payable 
by the tenant, shall have regard to the letting value of holdings 
similarly circumstanced in the neiglibom'hood of such holding, and 
to what is fah’ and reasonable as between the landlord and the tenant 
15 under all the oh’cumstances of the case, and may decide whether or 
not any increase in the rent of such holding shall be payable by such 
tenant, and the amount of such increase (if any) ; and such 
decision shall be binding on the parties, and the rent payable in 
respect of the occupation of such holding shall he in accordance 
20 therewith, until altered hy agreement, or in manner by this Act 
prescribed, or until the tenancy be determined. 

6. As soon as may bo after the passing of this Act, and from Apiioiutment 
time to time thereafter when necessary for the piu'ijose of appoint- 
iag a standing umpire or standing umpires to act in execution of 
25 this Act. the Lord Chancellor shall couTene an Extraordinaiy 
Council of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and at erery such 
Extraordinary Council such standing umpire or standing umpires 
aa may then he resumed shall he appointed by the majority of the 
Judges then present. 

30 There shall at first be only one such standing umph-e, hut an 
additional standing umpire or additional standing umpires may, at 
any time after the first appointment of a standing umpire under 
this Act, and from time to time thereafter, be appointed by the said 
Judges in such Council assembled, whenever it appears to them, on 
36 the representation of the Lord Chancellor made with the con- 
currence of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that 
such additional standing umpire or additional standing umpires is 
or are required for the due execution of this Act. In case at any 
time an additional standing umpire or additional standing umpires 
40 is or are appointed by the said Judges in maimer aforesaid, then 
and in every such case the said Judges shall divide Ireland into as 
many districts as there ai-e standing umpires, and shaU fix the 
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A.D. 1878. districts in wiiicli sucli standing umpii'es shall have poTver to act 
in execution of this Act respectively, and thereupon each standin°* 
umpire shall, with respect to the holdings situate in the district 
assigned to him, be the standing lunpire for the purpose of this Act. 

The Secretary to the Lord Chancellor shall cause notice of the 6 
appointment of every standing umpire (setting forth liis name and 
address) to be published once at least in each of three consecutive 
T^eeks in the Lublin Gazette, and in case of there being more than 
one standing umpii-e such notice shall specify the district assigned 
to the standing umpn*e to wMch it relates. 10 

Every person appointed to the office of standing umpire in 
manner aforesaid shall continue in office for three years only from 
the date of his appointment, but shall be eligible for re-appoint- 
ment. 

A standing nmpire may at any time be removed from his office 16 
by the Lord Chancellor by writing under his hand, hut such 
removal shall be temporary only until confirmed by an Extraor- 
dinary Council of the Judges of the Supreme Court, to he convened 
by the Lord Chancellor as soon as may be after such removal. 

If a standi]ig nmpire during liis term of office dies or resigns, or 20 
is removed ficm office, the Lord Chancellor shall, within one month 
after notice of his death or resignation or removal, convene an 
Extraoidinary Council of the Judges of the Supreme Court for the 
purpose of the appointment by such coimcil of another person to 
he a standing umpire; and the person so appointed shall continue 25 
in office as long only as the person in whose place he is appointed 
would have been entitled to continue in office. 

If any reference is pending before a standing umpii*e at the 
time when he resigns or goes out of office, by effluxion of time or 
otheiTvise, it may, on the request in writing of the Lord Chancellor, 30 
made witliin one month thereafter, be proceeded with by him, and 
his decision shall have the like effect as if he had not resigned 
or gone out of office; and otherwise every reference pending 
before a standing umpii'e when he dies, resigns, is removed, 
or goes out of office in any manner, shall be deemed to be 36 
discoutianed. 

7 . The remuneration of a standing umpire shall he such as may he 
fixed hy the Lord Chancellor xoith the approval of the Treasury, and 
the same shall he paid o\d of moneys to he provided hy Parliament 
for that purpose. 40

9. Section fifty -eight of the Landlord and Tenant {Ireland) Act, 

5 1870, shall, loith respect to notices to quit to he served after the on notices 
passing of this Act, he construed as if the amount of the duty the 
payment of which is hy the said section required to he denoted 
thereon hy a stamp were one pound instead of two shillings and 
sixpence. 

10 10. The provisions of section thh‘ty-one of the Landlord and Provisions of 

Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, as the same are amended by the 
Supreme Court of Judicature Act (Ireland), 1877, shall extend and 
apply to the maldng, rescinding, annulling, or adding to rules with 
respect to the following matters ; Act, 1870,
